READY 1 AIM I FIRE! _ 

And with that a life is gone. Gone 
from us, yet few people ask who the man 
was. Who he was is of no concern to soci- 
ety, or rather to us. It is what he was that 
matters. He was a criminal. 

The fact that we kill, or murder man 
in many different ways, some more humane 
than others, does not seem to bother us. We 
do not even stop to ask ourselves whether 
the verdict was just. And if we do ask our¬ 
selves, we end up consoling ourselves with 
the fact that ' we are only human. 1 Those 
who suffer for the tag of humanity in both 
judges and juries, are the poor. 

There are those who believe that some 
men are born criminals. Yet I am sure that 
these same people do not believe that there 
are born saints. Criminals are made. They 
come from all the classes in society. Yet 
most of those that are in jail, (I specify jail 
because there are many who manage to stay 
out), as well as most of those that are exe¬ 
cuted are and were poor. 

There is no secret that the rich get 
the best lawyers. They are more educated, 
and somehow their crime does not appear too 
sinister to middle class morality. This 
helps the jury make up their minds about the 
offense against society. 

A good lawyer who has a well pre¬ 
pared case, has a better chance than the 
harrassed, overworked public defender who 
has neither the money nor the time to be well 
prepared. 

What the jury sees when the case goes 
to court is usually a man that does not ap¬ 
pear too contrite for his crime. His more 
educated counterpart, assuming they com¬ 
mitted the same crime, since he knows what 
is expected of him, has managed to give a 
better acting performance. He does act 
contrite. Or better still he pleads Insanity. 


If he doesn't win, the rich man will 
not get the death penalty. 

Why do the poor turn to crime? First 
of all there are three types of poverty: eco¬ 
nomic, spiritual and educational. 

If one individual is poor in all three 
of them, chances are he will turn to crime. 
First of all he will do it, if for nothing else,' 
for kicks. Besides he has nothing to lose, 
not even his self respect. 

Society seems to forget that criminals 
have their own morality. Their morality is 
not as intricate as ours. This is so because 
the rules are not changeable, they are not 
like ours, where we take into consideration 
the circumstances. 

The poor do not just lose out on jus¬ 
tice, on education, he loses out on life. Not 
only in their struggle for survival, but in 
their constant search for happiness, for 
human decency, and for dignity. Many give 
up the search as hopeless—worse still they 
do not recognize that search in anyone else. 
Sometimes this search is denied to their 
children. 

This way an endless circle begins; 
only this time there is no hope to begin with.

Hasta hace poco era dificil encontrar 
nombres de M-A en los puestos que se en- 
cargan de llevar la administracion publica, 
a la frcha ya se pueden mencionar algunos 
nombres de M-A que desempeflanempleos 
de cierta categoria en las oficinas guberna- 
mentales; no son muchos, pero aun siendo 
pocos (considerando el numero que alcanza 
la poblacion Mexico-Americana en esta 
area) ya se hace acto de presencia en el 
manejo de los asuntos que ataftan a toda la 
comunidad.

Afortunadamente esta situacion va 
cambiando y ya hay buen numero de per¬ 
sonas de ascendencia mexicana que desem- 
pefian cargos administrativos de impor¬ 
tance y responsabilidad, en los que de- 
muestran capacidad, interes, preparacion 
conocimientos y todo lo que es necesario 
para el satisfactorio desempefio de su cargo. 

Ya se ha despertado de esa indifer- 
encia al cumplimiento de nuestros deberes 
civicos; el camino a seguir es largo y es- 
cabroso, pero ya se ha empezado la marcha, 
unos cuantos han dado el primer paso, nu- 
estra obligacion es animarlos, ayudarlos y 
seguirlos. Elios son los que representan al 
M-A en el gobierno y nosotros sabemos que 
sin decir una sola palabra, estan demos- 
trando que no todos los nuestros son 
braceros.
